PEANUT YIELDS 

Hubert Reynolds of the 
Asbury Community toldme 
a few days ago that he 
averaged about 1500 pounds 
of peanuts on a 12-acre al- 
lotment. Bobby Weeks, a 
little south of Reynolds in 
the McCall’s Store com- 
munity, is making about 
the same yield or even bet- 
ter on a much larger ac- 
reage, But yields are var- 
iable, Some other growers 
are getting around 1000 lbs, 
where they ordinarily 
would have been getting at 
least 1500-1700 pounds per 
acre, Then too, there are 
a large number of folks 
who are going to make 
around 400-500 pounds per 
acre this year, especially 
those areas where the dry 
weather lasted a longtime, 

In a lot of ways I am 
amazed that Coffee County 
farmers are making as 
many peanuts as they are 
because we neved did get 
enough rain even back in 
March or April when we 
ordinarily get a lot of rain, 
The records are not in 
yet and we don’t expect 
to average but only about 
800-1000 pounds per acre, 
The only consolation! know 
of which isn’t any help is 


that it could have been 
worse, 
PEANUT TOUR 

Four County Extension 
workers recently toured 


the peanut growing areas 
in Virginia, in the Caro- 
linas and in Georgia. Ihope 
tnat I will be able to go on 
this tour next year, In 
reading the report, two or 
turee items caught my at- 


tention, At the Tidwater 
Experiment Station near 
Holland, Virginia, they 


found that a high gypsum 
rate applied to‘ peanuts 
caused a magnesium de- 
ficiency on corn the next 
year, I have seen some of 
this in Coffee County, but 
cid not know the cause, 

In North Carolina a con- 
siderable amount of their 
peanut experimental work 
is done on a 2,000 acre 
state prison farm where 
some 400 inmantes workin 
the peanut research plots, 


The Virginia and North 
Carolina growers have 


trouble in getting their crop 
matured and harvested be- 
fore frost,
